When  the  general  call  was  sounded,  thirteen  boys 
formed  the  Asheville  School  Radio  Club  last  March.  Under  the  advisorship  of 
Mr.  Heedy  a  room  was  maintained  for  the  practicing  of  codes  and  building 
of  radio  equipment. 

Each  boy,  upon  application  for  entrance,  was  required  to  take  a  test  on  the 
Morse  Code,  which  he  was  given  one  week  to  learn.  On  Monday  evenings, 
Mr.  Ezra  Mcintosh,  of  WWNC,  instructed  the  club  on  the  theory  and  applica- 
tions of  radio  communications  equipment. 

The  club  had  the  use  of  a  50  watt  transmitter,  four  S-19-R  Hallicrafter  re- 
ceivers, one  S-29  portable  receiver,  two  Howard  receivers,  and  one  S-27  Halli- 
crafter Ultra-High  Frequency  receiver  which  covered  the  "FM"  band.  With 
this  equipment,  the  boys  learned  to  operate  a  small  station. 

The  Army  and  Navy  needs  radio  operators  and  engineers,  and  these  boys 
have  a  good  background  for  such  a  position.

BAS  KETBALL 


Compiling  one  of  the  most  impressive  records 
in  school  history,  the  basketball  squad  account- 
ed for  15  in  18  scheduled  games  during  its 
current  season.  The  Blues  supported  a  free- 
scoring  offense  with  a  man  to  man  defense 
which  remained  impregnable  to  most  opposing 
quintets. 

Steketee  and  Shell  at  the  forward  positions, 
Bailey  at  center,  and  Gantt  and  Chappell  at  the 
guards  handled  the  starting  assignments;  these 
members  being  ably  backed  by  Captain  Ran- 
dolph, Roger  Conant,  Bob  Henderson,  Bill 
Hypes,  Harry  Allen,  and  Clewis  Howell.  Lead- 
ing the  Blue  offensive  attack  throughout  the 
season  was  lanky  pivot  man  Bill  Bailey  who 
compiled  a  grand  total  of  197,  closely  followed 
by  Shell  and  Steketee,  who  totaled  154  and  153 
points  respectively.
